KNIGHTS BEHIND THE SCENES 


By FREDERICK E. WHITEHOUSE 


As you enjoyed the play this evening, 
were you curious about the matter of fact 
audible cues to which Miss Bennett and 
the cast of supporting artists responded 
so naturally, or did you take them for 
granted? You’ve chosen the theatre for 
entertainment tonight in preference to 
simpler things, and that’s sufficient evi- 
dence of your mental alertness on which 
te conclude that your ability to assimilate 
these cues subconsciously isa silent tri- 
bute to the skill and timing of the Play- 
house production staff. 

On the broad shoulders of indefatigable 
Charles Mooney, whose Hurculean task it 
is to promote from all angles the interests

of producer Richard Aldrich, falls the 
responsibility and much unheralded credit 
for the incredibly smooth function of the 
entire Playhouse organization. Guest 
stars, the executives who work with him 
and the subordinate staff of production 
workers under them can express them- 






selves only in words of admiration for 
him and will confide in you, should you 
ask them, that his interest in Playhouse 
affairs is best described as that of the 
guiding inspiration. 

A quick look backstage kindled a desire 
for more leisurely research, several hours 
of which left us with the feeling that 
while the time spent there was hardly 
adequate to fully appreciate the basic 
problems upon which are hinged the com- 
plicated and precise teamwork of a sum- 
mer theatre production staff in action, a 
new appreciation and feeling of admir- 
ation was born for the personnel of Rich- 
ard Aldrich’s technical staff, led by scenic 
designer Paul Bertelsen and stage man- 
ager Eric Daniell. We see them now as 
professional artists, comparable in their 
own important roles backstage to the 
stars and artists who perform on stage 
before the footlights. 

Paul Bertelsen is constantly racing 
against deadlines. A few short days ago, 
while rushing the completion of the false 
proscenium for “Ballet Variante,” Paul 
was in conference with an advance man, 
studying sketches for the set of I Found 
April. The detailed plan from which he 
worked specifically located doors, win- 
dows, trimmings, etc., and indicated ex- 
actly where each piece of furniture was 
to be placed. It outlined the complete 
color scheme of the set, and specified in 
minute detail the furniture to use on 
stage. 


This touched off a mad scramble to 
locate the pieces called for and to build 
the furniture and props that could not 
otherwise be acquired before the week 
was out. This arduous task is in the 
hands of capable Frederica Hart. While 
worrying a staff of assistants assigned to 
that exacting job, he prepared an elabor- 
ate set of water color flats from which 
the scenery for this week’s production 
was designed and built. 

Many of Paul’s water color preliminar- 
ies on file at the Playhouse production 
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office could easily command a place of 
honor on the walls of professional art ex- 
hibits; nevertheless, they are frequently 
rejected at technical staff conferences and 
redone in the mad rush to attain absolute 
perfection of design and color harmony 
before work is finally begun on the scen- 
ery itself, which must follow the accepted 
full-color miniature templates faithfully 
to the most minute detail. 

The scenery for I Found April was not 
begun until late Wednesday, but of neces- 
sity was completed and set up Sunday 
night to ascertain that each piece fitted 
together properly in a matter of seconds, 
thus unnecessary delays for between-the- 
acts scenery changes were eliminated. 

Under the supervision of Mr. Bertelsen, 
his assistant Susan Barlow, and stage 
manager Daniell, a dozen or more tech- 
nical apprentices built the props for I 
Found April in the huge barn behind the 
theatre. Their labors there carried them 
through the night Saturday and Sunday, 
up to sunrise Monday morning, as rehear- 
sals were repeated again and again to 
familiarize stage hands with the entr’acte 
changes peculiar to this particular set. 
Costumiere Irene Fagan was also on hand, 
carefully checking to be sure that the 
final colors used would harmonize per- 
fectly with anything the cast might wear 
on stage, and to consult with technician

sheets of colored gelatine, some as large 
as 16x20 inches and stained with hues 
that put a rainbow to shame are constant- 
ly within reach, filed by the hundreds in 
a special cabinet equipped with large flat 
drawers that slide on silent, well-oiled 
tracks. These gelatine sheets are used as 
color filters over the lights to key the 
mood of the play, and may readily be cut 
on a moment’s notice to fit the lights on 
which they are to be used. 

A night scene, for example, will call for 
a spotlight, or flood, shining through a 
gelatine filter of a shade of blue in keep- 
ing with both the hour and the mood of 
the actress’ lines. The startling realness 
of sunbeams penetrating the kitchen win- 
dow and dancing gaily on the immaculate- 
ly porcelained sink of the set for “Here’s 
Mama” was created by an intense spot- 
light capped with a filter of yellow gel- 
atine on which had been painted just the 
right number and size of sky-blue dots.

An all-important blue light you never 
see out front cues Marshall Pihl’s sensi- 
tive manipulation of the sounds you take 
for granted when you hear them on stage. 
Casual theatre-goers freque: tly remark 
with folly that anyone can handle sound 
effects, but you’re well enough acquainted 
with the theatre to discount that and ap- 
preciate the importance of skillfully wed- 
ding sound and action to effectively sup- 
port the illusion created by the actors on 
stage. A careless job would be instantly 
distracting. It could mean the difference 
between a hit and a turkey! 

How many times in your theatre-going 
experiences have you watched a stage

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clock, as you listened to it strike the hour 
on cue? Did it occur to you at the time 
that someone behind the set was striking 
a carefully tuned steel rod manually, with 
deliberate precision, to duplicate the ex- 
actness of a mechanical action so familiar 
to you that the slightest deviation in tim- 
ing between notes would have been im- 
mediately obvious, even to Uncle George 
who was up at three this morning on a 
fishing expedition and was dozing com- 
fortably in the seat beside you? 

In their quest for complete authentic- 
ity of sound, the Playhouse staff use high- 
fidelity recordings, often made under 
great difficulty, of the sounds as they 
actually occured. To record the deep 
voice of a distant fog-horn and water lap- 
ping the hulls of boats moored in a sleepy 
harbor, superimposed on the rustle of 
wings and the fading call of a flock of 
startled, air-borne sea gulls seeking a new 
refuge is difficult in itself, but only half 
the game. When the record is properly 
cued and played over the theatre ampli- 
fying system the individual speakers and 
the electronic pickup must be finely pre- 
adjusted to the volume and tone best 
suited to the theatre’s acoustical charac- 
teristics before the effect becomes entirely 
believable for the audience. Even this 
does not exhaust the potentialities of il- 
lusion a skillful operator can create. As 
he manipulates the volume control to 
cause a subtle fluctuation in the intensity 
oi the action reaching your ears, you can 
almost feel the gentle gusts of wind that 
are tossing the sound about 


CAPE PLAYHOUSE 


Once the preparations are made, Mr, 
Pihl and his assistant Dan Walker wait 
calmly backstage for their cues, watching 
alertly the blue light before them that 
will flash the signal to begin. If a record 
is to be used, they’re wearing earphones 
through which they listen as they play it 
up to the precise point where the desired 
sound begins. This is done as soon as the 
blue flashes. The record is stopped here 
and the switches are thrown cutting in the 
loud speakers. When the light flicks off 
the record is started and the sound 
reaches your ears out front. 


Despite the complications suggested by 
Mr. Pihl’s job, simplicity is the keynote 
of a good sound effects department, and 
fidelity of sound its criterion explains 
Paul J. Phillips assistant stage manager. 
Telephone bells, automobile horns, and 
other sounds difficult to record without 
distortion are produced directly back- 
stage, much the same as a clock is made 
ty strike on cue. Individual notes, parti- 
cularly high ones, are inclined to repro- 
duce with a sour tone when piano music 
is recorded, but that’s hardly a problem. 
There’s at least one piano in every 
theatre.
